For Iraqis 

Turmoil mixes with progress 
as war enters its fourth year 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I As the Iraq war entered its 
fourth year, nearly 1,500 U.S. and Iraqi soldiers 
on Sunday sought to root out insurgents from 
farming villages an hour’s drive north of the 
capital, and at least 35 people died in insur- 
gent and sectarian violence nationwide. 

Iraqi politicians still had not formed a 
government more than three months after 
landmark elections for the country’s first per- 
manent post-invasion par- 
liament, but they announced 
an agreement on naming a 
Security Council. 

The 133,000 American 
troops on the ground inside 
Iraq was nearly a third 
more than took part in the 
campaign to oust Saddam 
Hussein that began in the early hours of 
March 20, 2003. At least 2,314 U.S. mili- 
tary personnel have died in the war. President 
Bush says about 30,000 Iraqis have died, 
while others put the toll far higher. 

“We are implementing a strategy that 
will lead to victory in Iraq,” Bush said in an 
upbeat assessment Sunday. “And a victory 
in Iraq will make this country more secure 
and will help lay the foundation of peace for 
generations to come.” 

Many politicians inside and outside Iraq are 
less optimistic. “We are losing each day as an 
average 50 to 60 people throughout the coun- 
try, if not more,” former interim Prime Minister 
Ayad Allawi told the BBC. “If this is not civil 
war, then God knows what civil war is.” (ap)

Global Protests Mark Iraq War Date 


Rallies against U.S.-led 
invasion draw smaller 
erowds than past years 

CHALMETTE, LA. I The third anni- 
versary of the U.S.-led war in Iraq 
drew tens of thousands of protesters 
around the globe, from hurricane - 
ravaged Louisiana to Australia, with 
chants of “Stop the War” and calls 
for the withdrawal of troops. 

About 200 war veterans, hurri- 
cane survivors and demonstrators 
gathered Sunday at the Chalmette 
National Cemetery to protest how 
the military conflict overseas had 
hurt the country’s ability to help the 
Gulf Coast recover from last year’s 
hurricanes. 

“We attacked a country who 
never did anything to us,” said 
Philadelphia resident A1 Zappala, 
whose 30 -year-old son was killed 
in Iraq in April 2004. 

Many of the weekend demon- 
strations across Australia, Asia and 
Europe drew smaller-than- antici- 
pated crowds — far short of the mil- 
lions worldwide who protested the

Port Fight Spurs 
Ownership Debate 


Foreign control of 
U.S. firms becoming 
increasingly common 

WASHINGTON! The hiror over efforts 
by an Arab company to buy U.S. 
port operations has focused atten- 
tion on a little noticed economic fact 
of life: America increasingly is for- 
eign- owned. 

From the ritzy Essex House hotel 
in Manhattan, owned by the Dubai 
Investment Group, to the nation- 
wide chains of Caribou Coffee and 
Church’s Chicken, owned by another 
company serving Arab investors, for- 
eigners are buying bigger and bigger 
chunks of the country. 

The U.S. must borrow more than 
$2 billion per day from foreigners 
to finance its huge trade deficits. 
In 2005 there was a record defi- 
cit of $805 billion in the current 
account. Foreigners sell their tele- 
visions, cars and oil to Americans 
and hold dollars in return. Those 
dollars are invested in stocks, 
bonds and other assets, including 
real estate and factories. 

Foreigners already own half of 
the U.S. government’s publicly trad- 
ed debt. As of January, some $2.19

trillion in Treasury securities were in 
the hands of central banks, includ- 
ing China and Japan, and private 
investors abroad.

Calif. City Bans Smoking 


Nearly all public use 
of tobacco outlawed 
in Los Angeles suburb 

CALABASAS, CALIF. | One of the 
strictest tobacco bans in the nation 
went into effect in the Los Angeles 
suburb of Calabasas last week, 
making smoking off limits in pub- 
lic places where someone else might 
be exposed to secondhand smoke: 
indoor businesses, outdoor business- 
es, parks, outdoor cafes, even apart- 
ment building common areas. 

“We just don’t want anyone 
blowing smoke in someone’s face. 
Unfortunately, what smokers do is 
harmful to everybody else. People 


should have the right to breathe 
clean air,” said Mayor Pro Tern 
Dennis Washburn. 

California air- quality regulators 
declared secondhand smoke a toxic 
air pollutant earlier this year. 

The city took it a step farther, 
declaring secondhand smoke to be 
a public nuisance and approving an 
ordinance banning smoking in all 
public places — indoors and out — 
where people might congregate. 

Hotels can still allow smoking 
in up to 20 percent of their rooms, 
and smoking is allowed in approved 
designated areas in the upscale city 
of 23,000 residents. 

But if a nonsmoker asks a smoker 
to stop, the smoker must snuff it or 


face a possible fine in the hundreds 
of dollars or even a lawsuit. 

“We salute Calabasas for raising 
the bar,” said Jim Knox, a legislative 
advocate for the American Cancer 
Society in Sacramento. “Smoke reg- 
ulations can play a very important 
role in reducing public exposure to 
harmful secondhand smoke.” 

Nationally, hundreds of U.S. cities 
and several states restrict smoking. 
In California, where communities 
have been at the forefront of smoking 
bans, San Francisco last year banned 
smoking in parks and stadiums, and 
oceanfront communities’ smoking 
bans have inspired others in Florida 
and Delaware to designate smoke- 
free beaches. (AP)

Yates married Laura Arnold, 41, 
during a private ceremony attended 
by 100 people at Clear Lake Church 
of Christ, where they met. 

Yates divorced Andrea Yates in 
March 2005, three years after she 
was sentenced to life in prison on 
two murder convictions for drown- 
ing her children in a bathtub. An 
appeals court overturned those con- 
victions based on mistaken testi- 
mony by a psychiatrist, (ap) 


Court Orders Release of Sri Lankan 


Man accused of ties 
to rebels held without 
charges for 4 years 

SAN DIEGO I After more than four 
years in U.S. detention centers, 
Ahilan Nadarajah will soon gain the 
freedom he sought when he fled Sri 
Lanka and the government forces 
there that he says repeatedly jailed 


and tortured him. 

He had reached the United States 
in October 2001 only to be detained 
on the same accusations that almost 
got him killed in his home country: 
He is suspected of being a member 
of the Liberation Tigers of Tamil 
Eelam, a separatist group listed as 
a terrorist organization by the U.S. 
State Department. 

Nadarajah denies the claims, 


and immigration judges have 
twice granted him asylum. But 
the federal government refused to 
release him. 

The latest order came Friday 
from the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals, telling the U.S. government 
it was violating federal law by con- 
tinuing to hold him even though 
he wasn’t criminally charged.

Incumbents huge lead

MINSK, BELARUS I The main 
Belarusian opposition candidate, 
Alexander Milinkevich, denounced 
Sunday’s presidential vote as a 
farce and called for a new elec- 
tion as thousands of his support- 
ers jammed a main square in cen- 
tral Minsk to protest the ballot that 
would hand incumbent Alexander 
Lukashenko a huge victory. 

With 72.2 percent of the ballots 
counted, Lukashenko had 82.3 per- 
cent of the vote compared to 5.8 for 
Milinkevich, the Central Election 
Commission said, pointing to a 
landslide victory and a third term 
for the authoritarian leader, who 
has ruled the ex- Soviet republic 
since 1994. Turnout was 92.6 per- 
cent, it said.

Milinkevich’s persistent calls for a 
peaceful protest after polls closed 
across the nation of 10 million, 
defying a ban on election day ral- 
lies and massing in a bitter wind on 


Somalis Deny 
Firing on Navy 

MOGADISHU, SOMALIA | Somali mili- 
tiamen who skirmished with U.S. 
Navy vessels claimed Sunday they 
did not fire the first shot and that 
they had been patrolling Somali 
waters to stop illegal fishing ves- 
sels. 

On Saturday, two U.S. Navy ships 
exchanged gunfire with suspected 
pirates off the coast of Somalia, kill- 
ing one suspect and wounding five

In Latin America, 
A Quick Turn Left 


Leaders earning votes 
by pushing new ideas 
of fiseal, soeial ehange 

MEXICO CITY I These aren’t the hide- 
in-the -hills leftists of yesteryear, 
ready to take up arms against the 
oppressor. 

A new wave of Latin American 
leaders — variously labeled leftist, 
populist, nationalist or socialist — is 
redefining politics in a region where 
U.S.-backed, right-wing dictator- 
ships spent decades crushing their 
mostly leftist opponents and sup- 
porting corporate interests. 

That struggle, fought everywhere 
from the mountains of Guatemala 
to the streets of Argentina, has given 
way to a new generation of politi- 
cians as the Cold War recedes into 
history — a more pragmatic left that 
embraces its own flavor of free-mar- 
ket policies while vowing to cham- 
pion the poor and forgotten. 

The wave has carried leftist lead- 
ers to power in South America’s 
largest and richest nations, as 
well as impoverished Bolivia. And 
while once -dominant conserva- 
tives haven’t vanished altogether 
— right-leaning candidates are 
popular in Peru and Colombia — 


the trend is likely to intensify with 
elections still to come this year in 
Peru, Colombia, Mexico, Brazil, 
Nicaragua and Venezuela. 

The election with the biggest 
impact on U.S. policy may be in 
Mexico, where the front-runner, 
Andres Manuel Lopez Obrador, 
could end a 24 -year run of conser- 
vative leadership that has moved the 
southern neighbor to the right. 

Some Latin leftists — like 
Venezuela’s Hugo Chavez, rose 
through military ranks. Others 
came up through Marxist-influ- 
enced politics of protest. But aside 
from Cuban communist Fidel 
Castro, all now seem unified in the 
belief that private business remains 
essential to economic growth that 
can in turn ease the region’s wide- 
spread poverty. 

These new leaders have found 
electoral success by walking a fine 
line between fiscally sound policies 
that please international markets 
and creating social programs for 
their long-ignored populations. 

“I don’t see how we can be 
opposed to that if it helps stabi- 
lize democratic systems,” said 
Riordan Roett, director of Western 
Hemisphere studies at Johns

Museums are turning 
to cell phones to run 
the age-old audio tour 

INNOVATION I Art lovers, history 
buffs and science devotees, take 
note: To get the most out of your 
next museum visit, make sure you 
have your cell phone with you. 

Not to gab on, of course, but to 
listen to audio tours that weave 
music and narration from histori- 
cal archives designed to bring more 
context to the exhibitions. For many 
visitors, it comes as a welcome alter- 
native to the decades-old system 
of museums renting out expensive 
handheld devices. 

In the past year, about a dozen 
art institutions across the coun- 
try have begun offering cell phone 
tours, mostly for free. Dozens more 
are in the process of implementing 
the service. 

One reason for the surge is the 
emergence of companies such as 
Guide by Cell of San Francisco,

Sorry End to Sorry Season 



Debade in NIT raises 
concerns about state 
of Terrapins’ program 

TERPSMENI After a season in which 
they lost their leading scorer in 
midseason, again failed to reach 
the NCAA tournament and made 
an embarrassingly rapid exit from 
the NIT, the Maryland Terrapins 
no longer enjoy the elite status 
that characterized the program 
as recently as two years ago. 

The only way to get it back 
is through hard work, and some 
members of Maryland’s most 
recent underachieving team won- 
der aloud if their teammates have 
the dedication to get it done. 

Minutes after playing his final 
game at Maryland, a stunning 87-84 
home loss to Manhattan on Saturday, 
senior forward Nik Caner-Medley 
said, “Everybody in this locker room 
loves the game. But I think there are 
some things the guys need to learn 
in terms of time management and 
being able to prepare yourself in the 
best possible way.” 

Those returning from this sea- 
son’s 19-13 team could learn a thing 
or two from the squad that reached 


the Final Four in Minneapolis 2001, 
then won the national champion- 
ship one year later. 

“We were a little different team 
in terms of toughness,” coach Gary 
Williams said. “Those guys went 
into the weight room a week after 
we got back from Minneapolis, on 
their own. I was going to give them 
two weeks off. They were in there 
after one week.” 

In other words, the Terrapins 
can’t wait until next October to 


begin working on getting better. 

The Terps lose Caner-Medley, 
forward Travis Garrison and guard 
Sterling Ledbetter. They will return 
starters D. J. Strawberry, James Gist, 
Mike Jones and Ekene Ibekwe and 
add four solid freshmen to the mix, 
according to Williams.

A Great Receptionist 


Jenna Fischer of The 
Office’ is secretly 
an indie-film auteur 

HIDDEN DEPTHS I To most view- 
ers of NBC’s offbeat comedy “The 
Office,” Jenna Fischer is known as 
the sweet-faced, infinitely patient 
secretary with a sharply concealed 
sense of humor. With her angelic 
features and quiet nature, Fischer’s 
put-upon Pam Beesley wields her 
wit at unexpected times, perfecting 
the dry deadpan that has become 
the show’s trademark. 

So it should come as no sur- 
prise that her feature directing 
debut, “LolliLove,” would be a fit- 
fully funny and frequently twist- 
ed tale that doesn’t hesitate to 
poke good-natured fun at charity 
work, the plight of the homeless and 
Fischer herself. 

The script, co-written with Peter 
Alton, centers on a self-absorbed 
Hollywood couple whose names 
happen to be James and Jenna 
Gunn — played by Fischer and her 
real-life husband, writer- director 
James Gunn. 

Filmed in a mock documentary 
style, “LolliLove” follows the cou- 
ple as they embark on charity work, 
choosing the homeless as their per- 
sonal cause. Other charities are con- 
sidered but discarded; bulimia, for 
example, is passed on as “not a real 
disease.” The filmic Jenna decides

to name her charity “LolliLove” and 
pass out lollipops with original art- 
work by James on the wrappers and 
inspirational quotes inside, and she 
begins a lengthy process of enlist- 
ing benefactors and volunteers to 
help with her well-intentioned, if 
slightly warped, generosity. 

Fischer’s intention with the film 
was to avoid making what she calls 
“a wink-wink mockumentary.” “I 
wanted to make something you 
might think was a real documen- 
tary while you were watching it,” 
she explains. Two years after shoot- 
ing “LolliLove,” released earlier this 
month on Troma Films DVD, she 
caught an episode of the original 
British series “The Office.” “I was 
furious,” she said with a laugh. “I 
was, like, ‘This is what I was trying 
to do. This is what I meant.’ This 
idea of how people react when 
they think the camera’s on and 
how they react when they think 
it’s not — that was the piece I had 
been missing.” 

On the upside, two weeks later, 
Fischer was called in to audition 
for the American version of “The 
Office.” She went in possibly more 
prepared than any other candi- 
date. “I really feel it was divine 
intervention that I chose to work 
in this medium for a year,” she 
said.

MUSIC I Seasoned Steely Dan fans 
will recognize Donald Fagen’s 
imprimatur immediately: a punch 
of bass, a flick of guitar, a gold-dust 
cymbal, and the groove evolves.

first since 1993’s “Kamakiriad,” 
keeps true to the traits that he and 
Steely Dan co-genius Walter Becker 
ennobled in the 1970s — top-shelf 
production, easy grooves, memora- 
ble melodies and improbable oppo- 
sitions of lyric and tune. 

Fagen has referred to Morph 
as his “death album,” and as 
such, the songs are predictably 
(for him) upbeat and cheery. “H 
Gang” details the sorry efforts of 


a washed-up musical group trying 
to regain old glories; “What I Do” 
resurrects Ray Charles for a chat; 
“Security Joan” is about swooning 
for a security guard during a pat- 
down (don’t pretend you don’t iden- 
tify), and the title track describes an 
imaginary feline that floats above 
Manhattan — perhaps the spirit of 
pre-9/ll New York, suffused with a 
little more paranoia than usual. 

Fagen, himself a New Yorker, 
focuses these nine tracks through 
the eyes of a guy who finds him- 
self constantly looking over his 
shoulder.

Found in Translation 


The hard times are 
over for ska-punk 
celebrities Hard-Fi 

THE BIG TIME I When London rock 
band Hard-Fi hits the American 
road this month, it marks the con- 
tinuation of a journey that began 
exactly one year ago. 

During its first U.S. visit 
for shows at Austin’s South by 
Southwest Music and Media 
Conference in March 2005, 
the quartet — from Staines in 
Middlesex, on the outskirts of 
London — was largely unknown 
even in the United Kingdom. Now, 
its debut album, “Stars of CCTV” 
(Necessary/Atlantic), is certified

double -platinum in Britain. 

But this is no everyday tale of first- 
time-lucky teenagers. Lead singer- 
songwriter Richard Archer had 
been on the periphery of the indus- 
try for several unsuccessful years, and 
Hard-Fi recorded the album for next 
to nothing in low-fi locations before 
securing a modest release on the inde- 
pendent Necessary. 

Its experience at the sharp end 
of the music business gives the band 
an unusually hard-nosed outlook 
about its U.K. success and U.S. 
prospects. 

“At the end of the day, the U.S. 
label didn’t sign us,” Archer said, “but 
we’re quite lucky, because they seem 
to be genuinely up for it. But all the 
money doesn’t count for anything if 


you haven’t got some passion.” 

The band’s label patrons on 
both sides of the Atlantic certain- 
ly express enthusiasm. “They’re 
tremendous workers and incredi- 
ble songwriters,” said Atlantic U.S. 
CEO Craig Kallman, who traveled to 
London to see Hard-Fi several times 
before the deal was signed. 

“There are lots of bands that are 
not as easily traveled because they’re 
very indigenous,” he added. “In this 
case, as UK.- centric as a song like 
[album track] ‘Feltham Is Singing 
Out’ is, it’s an incredible song. The 
Clash cited many [British] things, 
and there are interesting musical 
similarities. I was struck by how 
[Hard-Fi] was a global band, 
musically unlike anything else 
out there.” 

Or, as Hugo Bedford, director of 
A&R at Atlantic in London, put it, 
“What [Archer] is singing about in 
London — having no money or los- 
ing his girlfriend — could apply to a 
guy in Ohio.” paul sexton (billboard)

Wisconsin hopes to 
lure tourists with its 
eco-friendly amenities 

John Ivanko of Browntown, Wis., 
uses wind power, solar power and 
a wood stove to meet the energy 
needs at his bed-and-breakfast, 
Inn Serendipity. He serves food 
from his organic garden and com- 
posts the leftovers. Even the bath 
tiles at the inn were chosen with 
the environment in mind — they 
were produced from recycled wind- 
shield glass. 

As a result of all this, the two- 
unit inn, which Ivanko runs with 
Lisa Kivirist, was listed as one of the 
“top 10 eco- destinations” in North 
America last year by Natural Home 
& Garden magazine. 

It’s not easy being green, but such 
efforts are about to be recognized 
further through an environmental 
certification program called Travel 
Green Wisconsin being created for 
Wisconsin lodgings, restaurants and 
other tourism businesses. 

“This will help Wisconsin set 
itself apart from equally impres- 
sive states because it is the first,” 
Ivanko said. 

Martha Honey, executive direc- 
tor of The International Ecotourism 
Society, said she wants to see other 



states follow the lead of the Travel 
Green Wisconsin program. 

“We hope that it will spread,” 
she said. 

Every guest at Ivanko’s inn is 
offered a tour pointing out the 
B&B’s “green” features — from 
the organic farm where strawber- 
ries are grown for breakfast pan- 
cakes, to the solar panels on the roof 
that heat the shower water. 

Some people stay at the B&B 
specifically to learn how the place 
is run. Others come to escape urban 
life while enjoying the rolling coun- 
tryside, bike trails and culinary 
offerings, from cheese factories to 
Swiss- German cuisine. 

“It gives them a chance to experi-

ment with a slightly different way 
of living,” Ivanko said. 

Wisconsin has been at the fore- 
front of the environmental move- 
ment over the years as the home of 
famed naturalists John Muir and 


Aldo Leopold, and the late U.S. Sen. 
Gaylord Nelson, founder of Earth 
Day, said state tourism secretary 
Jim Holperin. 

Creation of the certification pro- 
gram by his agency, working with 


the Wisconsin Environmental 
Initiative, can keep the state’s 
environmental tradition alive, 
he said. 

“We believe this will provide 
a way to market state businesses 


that are working toward leaving 
a smaller footprint on the land,” 
Holperin said. 

Colette Corwin of Alva, Fla., 
stayed at Ivanko’s inn in January and 
said she plans to consult the list the 
next time she visits Wisconsin. 

“A lot of people can call them- 
selves green,” she said. “But we went 
to one hotel in Florida that called 
itself green and we couldn’t see any- 
thing green about it.” 

The tourism department 
contracted with Wisconsin 
Environmental Initiative — a non- 
profit organization that works with 
business, government and citizen 
groups on environmental issues — 
to create the certification process. 

“We are a part of nature, rather 
than apart from it,” Ivanko said. “If 
you ruin the area which people are 
coming to see, you won’t have it any

Pistachio -crusted blue fin tuna 
topped with shaved fennel and 
blood oranges. Prosciutto andbur- 
ratta mozzarella on bone bread, gar- 
nished with arugula. Grilled chicken 
with avocado and chipotle aioli. 

Luxury hotels around the coun- 
try serve such gourmet entrees in 
their dining rooms. 

Now, many are offering the 
meals in takeout bags or boxes 
to well-heeled travelers forced to 
fend for themselves as airlines scale 
back food service. It’s a way for the 
upscale hotels to attract repeat busi- 
ness and luxury travelers. 

“I don’t want to be down on the 
airport, but once you get there, you’re 
limited to whatever fast food they 
have,” said Pamela Morris, who trav- 
els for her job at an economic devel- 
opment council in Colorado.

poached chicken breast pita sand- 
wich with tarragon mayonnaise 
from the flight food menu of the 
Ritz- Carlton Pentagon City during 
a business trip to Washington. 

“It was perfect for what we need- 
ed it for,” she said. “It was filling and 
fresh, and it was easy.” 

The trend toward gourmet travel 
offerings by hotels began when high 
fuel prices and competition from no- 
frills carriers forced many domestic 
airlines to trim costs by closing kitch- 
ens, industry observers said. 

“You saw them starting to deal 
with the void of what domestic air- 
lines have been offering,” said Albert 


Herrera, vice president for hotels 
and resorts at Virtuoso, a network 
of travel agents that specializes in 
luxury trips. 

Airlines that haven’t cut out 
meals completely have started sell- 
ing light meals. American Airlines, 
Delta Air Lines and other carriers 
offer cold sandwiches and snack 
boxes for about $5 on long flights. 

“It’s your everyday turkey burri- 
to wrapped in cellophane,” aviation 
consultant Jack Keady said. 

By contrast, the posh Peninsula 
Beverly Hills in California sells 
takeout platters of blue fin tuna, 
poached salmon and Cobb salad in 
narrow cardboard boxes with suit- 
case -like handles for about $20. 

Guests at the Hotel Plaza Athene 
in New York can order a chicken 
club or shaved roast beef sandwich 
packed with monogrammed cloth 
napkins and a reusable thermos from 
the hotel’s “Goodies to Go” menu. 

Hotels aren’t just filling doggie 
bags with food from their restau- 
rant menus. Some are devising spe- 
cial dishes that travel well and stay 
tasty at room temperature. 

“It’s actually a very difficult thing 
to come up with something,” said

chef Dakota Weiss at the Ritz- 
Carlton Marina del Rey in Los 
Angeles. “You never know how 
long it’s going to stick around.” 

Hotel managers said sales of the 
meals are up. 


“You’re delivering service, not 
just when they pay the bill and 
you put them in a limo, but so that 
they’re also thinking of you on 
their flight back,” Herrera said.

No longer hippie holdovers, 
wearable textiles such as 
macrame are modern again 

When you hear the word “macrame,” do 
images of 1960s-style wall hangings dance 
in your head? 

You’re not alone. But there’s a wide world 
of macrame that has nothing to do with hip- 
pies and hemp. 

The friendship bracelets that neighbor- 
hood girls give to each other? They’re mac- 
rame. So are some pretty cool trims for 
lampshades and curtains, and top fashion 
designers are embracing macrame for straps, 
belts and other adornments. Macrame fits 
into both the artisan and nautical trends 
spotted on the spring runways. 

Hannah Milman, crafts editorial direc- 
tor at Martha Stewart Living, offers a prim- 
er: “Macrame falls under the category of 
textile making, using knots rather than 
weaving or knitting to create a textile out 
of string, yarn or twine,” she explains. 

Most woven fabrics are done on a loom, 
but macrame typically is done with cords 
looped around dowels or pins tacked onto a 
foam board. “It’s not an exact art,” Milman 
chuckles. 

The knots range from the most simple 
— square knots like sailors do — to intri- 
cate Chinese-style knots. You can even use 
the overhand knot that you use when tying 
shoelaces. 

It’s become common to add beads, shells or 
other embellishments between knots to make 
the macrame more decorative. Also, while that 
natural hemp or cotton string is still used, so 
are delicate velvet ribbons, leather, natural 
raffia silk and colorful dyed twine. 

If you take the time to look at the weave 
of a macrame item, you’ll see a beautiful pat- 
tern that also adds texture to an outfit, says 
Melody Kulp, founder and creative director

“If you really wanted to, you could make 
it yourself,” says Kulp, “but our macrame 
belt has fusing inside. It’s not as easy as it 
looks.
